Church. He pald .two visits to 
Rome and discussed the matter 
with the Pore, but without bring- 
ing the question. any nearer 
Folution. Later the Viscount 
realised that the English Church 
Was undergoing an entire change 
of view as regards the possibility 
of reunfon with the . Frea 
Churches. He still cherished the 
idea of reunion with the Roman 
Church, however, and took part in 
the famous Malines Conversations 
(1921-5) with Cardinal Mercier, 
whom in 1926 ho visited just be- 
fore that prelate’s denth, receiv- 
ing his episcopal ring as x parting 
gift. 


In 1930 he published a book in 
which he stated that the terms 
oftered to the Anglican Church 
were that, if dt accepted the 
Pope’s headship, ft should be free 
to have a special liturgy, married 
clergy and a patriarchate above 
the position. of cardinal. In May, 
1926, ‘the Pope received Lord 
Wnbifax, but refused him a private 
audience, as it waa not desired 
to scem to lend any support to 
the object almed at in the Maines 
Conversations, In 1928, Lord 
Halifax declared that it wag a 
scandal that the evangelical Dr. 
Barnes should bo a Bishop. . 


OPPOSED- DIVORCE, 


A bitter opponent. of divorce, 
he demanded that divorced per- 
sons should be ostracised by 
society. In 1920 he made a 
pathetic speech in the House of 
Lorda against the Matrimonial 
Causes Bill which simed at 


-neiljtating-divorce:-—At-the -age 


of 81 he had Jabourcd for 3 weeks 
at hig speech In which he de- 
clared that the measure would 
lend to the abolition of Christian 
marriage. But his strength fail- 
ed him and with the remark: “I 
ehall probably never address this 
House again, the sands of my 
life‘are running low,” he had to 
veuse, 


Lord Halifax had succeeded to 
the title in 1885.
